heard Darwin, the theories heredity and evolution, 
but his great-grandparents are have charms placed 
their graves honor the virtues they have handed down 
the worshipper, seems quite likely that the same pro- 
genitors might fairly blamed for the shortcomings the 
worshipper. would thus made easy for bald-headed 
man homely girl (using Occidental expression) pass 
the buck the shades their ancestors, thus dodging all 
responsibility for certain anatomical deficiencies. This 
must very convenient. 


Another place where ancestor worship sometimes becomes 
fetish, though not officially recognized religion, 
the United States America. Here, all men are said 
created equal. The Constitution the United States says 
so. But modern research reveals the fact that the framers 
the Constitution were not far-sighted enough. They could 
not foresee the time when there would one great difference 
inequality between two future citizens the country,— 
both probably born the same street. One the boys can 
trace his family tree back the point where the stump was 
used laying the keel the Mayflower. That’s ex- 
ample real human pedigree. The other boy may success- 
fully trace back his family tree for two generations its 
vanishing point the records English manufacturing 
town, German mountain village. That’s example 
lack pedigree. Sometimes doesn’t make world 
difference the boy’s ancestors were among those who signed 
the statement that all men are created equal,—and then, 
sometimes does. one good individual himself, 
takes natural and pardonable pride his pedigree, and the 
further back can traced, and the more illustrious per- 
sonages that have contributed his mental and physical 
being, the better for the individual. the other hand, 
there are doubtless scores good ancestors who nightly

turn their graves, goaded the oft repeated and loudly 
voiced statements their kinship with some humans the 
present day. Then again, the same lad who can only boast 
what would call generation pedigree,” might 
win life’s so-called battles hands down, without either the 
visible assistance hindrance traits factors wished 
them well-meaning ancestors. does, becomes 
model for emulation Young America, and his apparent 
lack pedigree emphasized, his credit. doesn’t, 
held model for Young America abhor, and the 
same lack pedigree used explain his shortcomings. 

The arrangements all seem fair enough. seems perfectly 
right and proper, and certainly the ancestors can’t kick, 
man’s name written into Dunn’s Bradstreet’s 
appears Who,” that those who made the 
name possible given some credit for it. And the same 
token, man turns out the black sheep family, 
it’s quite often easy enough find pirate brigand 
hanging high limb the family tree, thus explaining 
the taint that has cropped out. Parenthetically, might 
remarked that the pedigrees some well-known profiteers 
(how nearly obsolete that word sounds!)of four years ago, 
would probably reveal whole shipload Drakes and Kidds, 
—which some cases rather hard the latter. 

Man cannot choose his ancestors, either for better for 
worse. It’s one consolation for the human race think 
that every man has the privilege choosing least one 
the ancestors his descendants, thus having the opportunity 
little constructive pedigree building his own hook. 
This thought leads the subject nearest the heart every 
Guernsey breeder. 

The pedigree the basis the Guernsey breed. Without 
there would such thing the Herd Register, the 
Advanced Register, but there might still pure bred Guern- 
seys. When the founders the Herd Book THE 
GUERNSEY began their great work, they 
figured same did those who earlier wrote the 
Constitution. They figured that long animal came 
from the Island Guernsey could trace her lineage the 
Island, she was created equal with all other Guernseys and 
was pure bred, they registered her. That was the be- 
ginning the pedigree system our breed. gave 
something with which work, and upon which 
presupposed, good authority, that all animals the 
Island were pure bred. 

within the bounds imagination suppose that the 
Chinese who wins high honors the study Confucianism 
would admitted the elite, speak; that the Amer- 
ican who attains nationwide reputation civil eingineer 
the age thirty will recognized being little more 
than those present;” and with our Guernseys, that 
the cow that proves herself producer excess certain 
standards, will classed with the upper crust. All them, 
other words, have been admitted the Advanced ‘Reg- 
ister,—Chinese, American, and Guernsey. They have all 
three proven their claims pedigree, the glory both 
their ancestors and their future descendants. 

The fact that this pedigree business works both ways 
spur the Guernsey breeder. his cow boasts great paren- 
tage, expected that she will tested proof their 
value progenitors. also expected that she will 
tested order give her descendants something brag 
about,—in other words, give them higher market value.

The Department Agriculture has recently pub- 
lished Circular 228, reviewing the livestock industry 
South America. While have hardly enough good Guern- 
seys supply the demand the newer sections our own 
country, conditions the southern continent may 
interest many our breeders. This may especially 
when remembered that numerous inquiries from 
private individuals and from civic and governmental or- 
ganizations the Latin American republics have been re- 
ceived the What little start these countries have 
made with Guernseys was large measure due the early 
introductions the late Peer, and through the later 
efforts other well known dealers and breeders. 

Dairying South America its most primitive stages, 
but pointed out that with the growing population, 
dairying must increase. The principal handicaps the 
breeder dairy cattle South America are tick fever and 
foot and mouth disease, which occurs often twice 
year, periodically cutting down milk production. Tuber- 
culin tests other countries are not always accepted the 
authorities southern ports, but imported animals must 
retested. must first proven that animais from this 
country are able withstand the diseases South America, 
before confidence enough placed our stock cause 
them buy many head from us. 

The only animals that will favorably impress them will 
strong, hardy stock, but, the circular ‘states, not 
advisable send our best show stock south until the South 
Americans are convinced the immunity our stock 
tick fever. However, the prospects brisk trade with 
breeders this country are very bright, following the open- 
ing few more successful herds. The secretary one 
rural society declares that trade with the United 
increase extensively the near future. 


UTAH JOINS THE RANKS 


Governor Charles Mahy, Utah, has issued procla- 
mation urging that children given quart milk day, 
and recommending that the schools the state unite 
teaching the necessity using milk and milk products for 
the health the populace, and assisting visualizing the 
dairy industry Utah.

140 Guernseys Exhibited 


HERE was held Toronto, Ontario, Canada, the first 

annual exhibition the Canadian Royal Agricultural 
Winter Fair which was opened November and finished 
November 29. This was held the Canadian National 
Exhibition grounds the new Coliseum which cost over one 
million dollars. The amphitheatre the cattle were 
shown, has larger area than the Madison Square Garden 
New York and was very tastefully and beautifully deco- 
rated.

There was magnificent showing 
Guernseys; there being fourteen exhibitors. Over 140 
head were shown, ninety which came from the maritime 
provinces, distance 1300 miles. The cash prizes for 
Guernseys amounted $2350.00 and each class was keenly 
contested. The judging was done Robert Scoville, 
president THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY who 
gave universal satisfaction his awards. The Guernseys 
received decided and well merited boost Canada this 
exhibition, and hoped that some the American 
breeders will come over the next exhibition and line 
against their Canadian cousins.
